Putting The Blame Where It Belongs 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Who is to blame for inflation0 


Ask a hundred people that question and 
you’ll ^et a bewildering 
array of answers. 


Some blame manufacturers, on the theory 
that they are holding us up to a farethewell. 
Some say that 
the retailer is the 
modern 
Jesse James, lacking only the horse and the 
six-shooter. Others pick labor, the farmer 
and various groups as the goat. 


T his is a free country and we're all en­ 
titled to our opinions. But the fact 
is that 
the people most of us blame for inflation are 


In flatio n and Saving 
Loss of purchasing power through infla­ 
tion is serious to the average citizen, but 
that is not the only penalty to be paid as a 
result of cheapening of the currency. Money 
held in savings accounts, bonds, life insur­ 
ance and other investments has lost nearly 
half its value in the last IO years 


Because such investments are almost in­ 
variably insurance against old age the de­ 
pletion can be tragic for those who formerly 
felt secure because of them. 


The Federal Reserve 
Board has 
been 
looking into the nature of such investments 
to discover if there has been a lessening in 
the purchases of securities of known dollar 
value in favor of those of a speculative char­ 
acter. It was learned, however, that Amer­ 
ican citizens are 
still buying those 
secur­ 
ities which offer a possible speculative prof­ 
it, or which would rise or fall in value with 
the fluctuation of the currency. 


They are doing this in spite of the fact 
that continued government spending will in­ 
crease inflation and lower the value of the 
dollar, now estimated at 54 cents of its pre- 
World War II level. A 25-cent dollar, not 
improbable unless the government begins to 
make serious efforts at economy, will reduce 
further the value of those securities 
now 
tucked away in safe deposit boxes. 


among its victims. 
The manufacturer and 


the retailer, for instance, must operate in in­ 
tense competition, 
and their profits, 
be­ 
lieve it or not amount to a very small part of 
the consumer dollar. Labor and the farmer, 
like everyone else, may have been guilty of 
excesses—but they 
too are in 
tough daily 
contact with the high cost of living problem, 
and they naturally protect 
themselves as 
best they can. 


Then, who is really to blame? 
A full answer to that would require a lot 
of big books. But an inkling of it is found in 
succinct form 
in one of 
Henry 
Hazlitt’s 
Newsweek columns. Mr. Hazlitt dwelt with 
the government's past and current monetary 
policies, and at the end he wrote, “the infla­ 
tion, in brief, has been government-created. 
And the alleged remedy of price-and-wage 
control . . . . is completely spurious. If the

One of the bari f.elds of upland 
cam that I have seen this year is 
on the farm of Denver Stacy 
in 
western Highland County, that is 
farmed by Everett Davjs and Son. 
One of the things that accounts 
for the high yield, was the late 
and very shallow cultivation, after 
most people 
had quit 
plowing 
com . 
I recall passing the field 
when the tractor was almost hid­ 
den by tho corn. 
“Late shallow cultivation sure­ 
ly paid big this year,” Mr. Davis 
said when I com plim ented him on 
his fine crop. 
He did a lot more 
than cultivate late. 
Here, in brief 
is the method he used: 
He did a 
very good job of plowing by tu rn ­ 
ing the furrow slice so well, that 
he left very few holes. 
Then he 
took plenty of tim e to get a good 
seed bed. 
The ground was first 
cut with a double disk, then eul- 
tipacked 
twice, 
and 
cultivated 
again ahead of the planter, by us­ 
ing a 
single disc followed 
by a 
drag, that left a fine, level seed 
bed. 
The field was cultivated three 
tim es; first with a rotary hoe and 
following this with two shallow 
cultivations. 
C-38 is the variety of com used 
and it is a good one for most any 
kind of a year in southern Ohio. 
I It has a wide soil adaptation too, 
so it is no wonder that it1 is in ­ 
creasing in popularity.

Directors Seek 
Warning Device 


An effort w ill be made this fall 
to revive interest in civil defense 
in Fayette County, it is indicated. 
leaders here say that with the 
recent peace talk and summer va­ 
cationing, interest in setting up an 
active, trained volunteer 
corps to 
handle civil defense work declined. 


A let-down 
was 
evidenced 
throughout the state, according to 
reports. 
Members 
of the air 
observers 
corps met here at the G A R M e­ 
morial Hall last Thursday to re­ 
ceive some specialized training in 
spotting aircraft. 
This was 
the 
first evidence that an effort is be­ 
ing made to revive interest. 
It is understood 
that classes in 
first aid training w ill be started 
sometime the first part of October. 
Meantime, 
there 
are 
reports 
from the 
Associated Press 
that 
civil defense directors in Ohio's 
potential air raid target areas are 
impatient over months of delay in 
determining what 
type of public 
warning devices are best for their 
areas. 
There has been much talk about 
using sirens like those employed 
during Word W ar II. In Washing­ 
ton C. H. it was suggested that the 
device be erected on top of the 
City Building, where 
the wiring 
could easily be hooked up. 


Directors Seek Answer 


The directors about the state in­ 
tend to find out as soon as possible 
whether 
something 
better 
than 
sirens should be obtained. 
Through Adjutant General Leo 
M. Kreber they have asked repre- . 
sedatives of the engineering cerv­ 
ices and electronics divisions of the 
Federal Civil Defense Administra­ 
tion, and agents of warning device 
manufacturers, to meet with them 
in Columbus next Monday. 
They want the Federal Civil De­ 
fense representatives 
to 
disclose 
the results of extensive surveys on 
the most practical types of warn­ 
ing devices. They want the manu­ 
facturers to tell them what w arn­ 
ing devices are available and their 
cost.
